hours. Minnesota has never known 
a calamity attended with such 
of life as that brought by the fire 
which destroyed Hinckley, Mission 
Creek. Sandstone, Sandstone Junc- 
tion, Pokegama, Skunk Cake and tin 
other settlements in that vicieity. 

A conservative estimate places thi 
loss of life at not less than 355, while 
many others have sustained serious 
injuries and unknown others are 
among the missing, while from 150 
to 200 people were scattered on farms 
throughout the district burned over.

Prices of Pure Breeds. 

The Western Swineherd says 1 
truly that the price of the pure bred 
is a stumbling block to the fariuer 
when he fust considers pure blood; 
that it appalls him to be asked to pay 
from .$ 15 to NO for a pig no larger 
than those of his own herd that ho 
could not market for more than $6 or 
*7. But no man can afford to sell a 
good breeding pig eligible to record 
for less than $15. The cost of pro- 
duction makes it impossible to do so. 
But the lesson that "blood will tell" 
has to be learned before breeding can 
be made profitable. ' Some prefer to 
learn it by expensive experience and 
market rough, uneven and ill condi- 
tioned lots of hogs at cuts under mar- 
ket rates before they begin to inquire 
why a neighbor gets from 10 to 50 
cents per hundred moro for hogs than 
they do. The thoroughbred hog is 
capable of turning 300 pounds at eight 
months old, and more often than not 
the scrub requires from four to oiglit 
months longer and double the amount 
of feed lo reach the same weight. HI- 
tocn dollars or even $50 per year spent 
for the best blood is a cheap invest- 
ment for the farmer who turns off his 
100 head of hogs annually.

In both Africa and South America 
the snakes are captured by the na- 
ves, who very often, however, are 
afraid of them, and do not under- 
take to secure them unless they are 
accompanied by an American or Eu- 
ropean who will take the lead in the 
expedition.

They are sometimes 
20 feet in length and weigh from 50 
to 100 pounds. Tree boas are cap- 
tured from 12 to 14 feet long, but the 
majority of them are 7 or 8 feet long. 
The Indians 6f Brazil capture this 
variety of snake while they are en- 
gaged in their vocation of gathering 
rubber. They put the rubber and a 
lot of snakes in canoes, take them 
about 4,000 miles up the Amazon 
river, where they sell them to the 
traders, who in turn ship them in 
steamers which tako the raw rubber 
to the coast 

Anacondas also come from BnuiLL 
They are highly prized because they 
are so handsomely marked, but the 
specimens we are able to get here 
are smaller than the boas. 

Snakes will not eat dead food. We 
feed them on birds, chickens, pigeons 
and rabbits and white mice. But 
the large snakes will not be content 
with a meal of mice. The bait is en- 
tirely too small for them, and the 
little creatures could run around 
their cage without being harmed. 
Largo snakes demand a chicken, a 
rabbit or a large rat, and they take 
particular delight in kilbng the food 
they are to eat. They do not eat so 
much in captivity and consequently 
are not so long lived. Some of them 
will not live over a year, while a 
snake who is a good feeder will live 

This question of food would be a 
very expensive item in keeping a 
snake if it were not for the fact that 
he only eats once a month, and some- 
times not that often. It is rare to 
find one that will eat oftener than 
once a week. Snakes are very quiet 
and docile after they have been foil. 
The fat in a snake is iu layers, and is 
found in greater quantities than in 
any other animal I know of. One 
reason, I suppose, why they can go 
without eating for such long periodti 
is because they can live off their own 
fat. Some say that snake oil or fat 
is a cure for rheumatism. I know 
many peoplo who have faith in this 
remedy, but I do not believe in its 
efficacy myself, and I cannot say 
that I have ever neard of a cure by 
its usA— Washington News.

Old Springfield Church- 

Tho exercises to be held at Spring- 
field church, Sept. 12th, will be of in- 
terest to Christians of every name and 
faith, as the celebration of the one 
hundredth birthday of the oldest 
church in this immediate part of the 
State . Eleven years after Rev. David 
Rice, pioneer Presbyterian minis- 
ter iu Kentucky, crossed the moun- 
tains of Virginia In 1783 ; eight years 
after the Presbytery of Transylvania 
hold it* first meeting at Danville, Oct. 
17, 1786— in the' tall of 1794, the 
church ot Springri'eld was organized 
The pastor and organizer was Rev. 
Joseph P Howe, who with hit family 
emigrated from South Carolina, bring- 
ing all their worldly possessions on 
pack horses, probably during the sum- 
mer immediately preceding the or- 
ganization, as the first record we have 
of him is "settling with his wife, Re- 
becca, and child, Malinda, at Esq. 
William Robinson's, one-fourth of a 
mile north of Springfield, in the sum- 
mer of '94. 

Mr. Howe's call to the pastorate of 
the church was signed by William 
and John Robinson, Jane McClure, 
William and Rebecca Moft'ett and 
•'perhaps James Trimble," the last 
named being the first elder of the 
church. 

The lot«for the church aud burying 
ground was given by William Robin- 
son, and the present church built In 
1821, of brick burned near the spot 
There had been two buildings previ- 
this time, of what style and ma 
wo are not informed, but prob- 
ably very rude and primitive. N01 
could we ascertain how long tho 
graveyard has been used, but just 
back of the church there is a grave, 
the gray headstone of which bears the 
date 1802. 

Mr. Howe coutinued to preach at 
Springfield until his death in July, 
1827. He and hie wife are buried on 
the south side ot the church and their 
graves enclosed by a pyramid stone 
wall covered with a slab onwhichare 
cut appropriate inscriptions. 

Mr. Howe was succeeded by the 
Rev. Dewey Whitney, who was the 
pastor until 1832 ; his successor was 
Rev. Solomon G. Ward, who served 
the church about two years and was 
followed by Rev. David Todd, who 
preached until 1839. Rev. R. F. 
Caldwell then became the pastor aud 
iuued in that office until Dec. 
1854. He is the only one ot these 
ministers now living. In 1864. Mr. 
William George, a student at Dan- 
ville Theological Seminary was called, 
and the following fall, after his grad- 
uation, was ordained and installed 
pastor. 

This brings the record to the sixties 
nd within the recollection of many 
f our citizens 

The good that has been done by 
Ibis old church, during the 
dred years ot its existence, is beyond 
power to calculate. It was 
for many years more largely attended 
than any other place of worship in

It has been added to, century after 
century, and is now a huge and mass- 
ive structure, built on a precipitous 
pile of rock, rising sheer out of the 
ocean, with walls nine feet thick, 
battlemented towers, dungeons dark 
and drear, arrow loopholes aud an 
impregnable keep. 

It has, in fact, been fortified 
against the incumons of pirates and 
other foes, who from tho olden days 
—a thousand years ago— when the 
primeval tower first rose out of the 
era of the Atlantic, might be ex- 
pected to arrive by sea on evil pur- 
pose bent.
